Prem ier Zeigner ol 
Saxony, who seems» to aspire to oe- 
come the Lenine of Germany, has giv­ 
en Stresemann to understand that be 
w ill not disband a single one of the 
‘ proletariat huuderscbaften," as the 
Saxon “ red arm y” units are kno.vn. 
General Mueller, m ilitary comman ler 
of the reichswehr in Saxony, in a de­ 
cree ordered the immediate disband­ 
ment of all such organizations. 
Prem ier Zeigner refused to carry 
out the decree. 
This puts Chancel­ 
lor Stresem ann’s newly granted dic­ 
tatorial powers to a severe test. 
Un­ 
less the dictator carries through the 
decree, even if necessary to use 'he 
m ilitary, 
Stresem ann’» 
entire 
pres­ 
tige is gone. 
In the meantime Zeigner, it is au­ 
tho ritatively learned, has approached 
the Russian government with the view 
of a scerta in in g whether the soviets 
will sta nd ba ck of him with grams 
.a nd foodstuffs. 
This caused surprise 
in Berlin, a s the constitution provides 
that only the central government can 
enter negotiations with foreign pow­ 


ers» 
There is doubt whether the Socia­ 
list members of the Stresemann caol- 
net would sanction the use of the m ili­ 
tary to put dowu the radical m ilitary 
organizations in Saxony.

This is the program in 
i nutshell.” a «¡spokesman for the con­ 
ferees said. 
It was 
emphasized at 
the white 
house that 
the president could not 
take personal charge of dry law en­ 
forcement 
under 
the 
law, even 
if 
other m atters permitted him to de­ 
vote the time to It. 
A special bureau 
is set up for the purpose and this is 
accountable to the collector of rev­ 
enue and in turn through the secre­ 
tary of the treasury to the president, 
it was stated. 
The treasury officials said the law 
should be, vested with the department I 
of justice. 
Secretary Mellon in par­ 
ticular feels that this should be done 
as soon as possible, because of the 
fact that the justice department is 
in 
charge of prosecutions. 
It was 
pointed out, however, that this plan 
is contained in a departmental reor­ 
ganization committee report, which is 
to be submitted to congress and the 
transfer can not be made until that 
time. 
For temporary purposes, how­ 
ever, it was learned that the presi­ 
dent’s plan for law enforcement calls 
for the states giving much greater 
assistance to the federal government 
than now i« being done. 
Tt was pointed out that the dry act 
gives the states concurrent powers 
with the federal government, but that 
instead of employing this power the 
m ajority have «shifted the burden *o 
the United States. 
This has resulted 
in such congestion of courts that dry 
violators released on bond continue 
to ply their trade, it was said. 
The president will urge that when 
city, county or state officers make ar­ 
rests, the case» be brought to trial 
under the laws of the state, instead of 
in the federal 
courts, it was 
said. 
They will also be urged to make ar- 
:«ests, instead of relying on the hand­ 
ful of federal agents to do so. 
For 
the federal government he will prom­

In a lecture before \h e Roy al Geo­ 
graphical society . Wilfred Irwin dis­ 
cussed the chemical composition of the 
River Jordan, which is responsible for 
the ex treme saltiness of the Dead sea. 
Analy sis of samples taken from differ­ 
ent parts of the river shows that even 
near its source the w ater is highly 
pregnated with various salts, chiefly 
common table salt and chloride of 
magnesia, say s the Detroit News. 
As 
the water passes through the Sea of 
Gnlllee, there is a slight Increase In 
Its salt content, but the calcium sul­ 
phate and the silica which it also con­ 
tains decrease. In the immense evapo­ 
rating pan of the Dead sea the salt— 
that Is the sodium chloride— is cry stal­ 
lized, whereas the magnesium chloride 
remains In solution.

Agriculture.) 
Detailed information concerning the 
k inds of sumac desired by the ex tract 
mak ers, the proper methods of gather­ 
ing, harvesting and curing the leaves, 
and 
suggestions 
for improving 
the 
quality o f the article are given in the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture Bulletin 700, American Sumac, A 
Valuable Tanning Material and Dy e- 
stuff. 
This bulletin may be obtained 
upon application to the department. 
Our domestic source of tannin, the 
American sumac, has never been prop­ 
erly developed, say officials of the de­ 
partment, although American sumac 
contains practically as much tannin as 
the Sicilian variety . 
However, owing 
to lack of care in gathering and curing 
the leaves of this wild plant, which 
grows in vast quantities on unculti­ 
vated land In the eastern and middle 
western states, the domestic article 
now on the m ark et is inferior in qual­ 
ity and brings a lower price thpn the 
imported article. 
Sumac is used in 
fanning light-colored and special leath­ 
ers but unless the leaves are gathered 
at the proper time and properly pre­ 
pared for mark et, a dark er color than 
that desired will be given the leathers 
treated with It.

Useful Farm Implement 
When farm ers begin to use iitue for 
sweetening sour soil in order to grow 
clover they can well afford to pur­ 
chase a good lime spreader.

ing a few carloads of limestone be­ 
cause it will enable the farm er to ap­ 
ply the lime much more evenly and to 
gauge Its application more accurately , 
only by so doing will he get the max i- 
mu hi return for the money spent in 
liming. 
In addition to this a lime spreader 
will save a great deal of heavy work 
that would he encountered in spread­ 
ing limestone with a shovel or by oth­ 
er mak eshift means.

Berlin, Oft. 17.-—Only four days old,

On one hand the government ie be­ 


ing undermined by high prices and 


profiteering, which is not yet ch ecked , 


and by hunger rioting throughout the 


country, with the people in an ugi) 
mood. 
On the other hand the government 
is menaced by the open defiance of 
the 
communistic-socialistic 
govern­ 
ment in Saxony. 
Prem ier Zeigner ct 
Saxony, who seems to aspire to be* 


<01110 the l^euiue of Germany, has giv­ 
en Stresemann to understand that he 
w ill not disband a single one of the 
‘ proletariat hunderschaften,” as the 
Saxon “ red arm y” units are kilo ah 
General Mueller, m ilitary co d m an ier 
of the reiehawehr in Saxony, in a de 
cree ordered the immediate disband­ 
ment of all such organizations. 
Prem ier Zeigner refused to carry 
out the decree. 
This puts Chan cl 
lor Stresem ann’* newly granted dic­ 
tatorial powers to a sevoro test. 
Un­ 
ite * the dictator carries through the 
decree, even if necessary to use ’ he 
m ilitary, 
Stresem ann’s 
entire 
pres­ 
tige is gone. 
In the meantime Zeigner, it Is au­ 
thoritatively learned, has approached 
the Ruswian government w ith the view 
of ascertaining whether the soviets 
will stand back of him with grains 
and foodstuffs. 
This caused surprise 
in Berlin, as the constitution provides 
that only the central government can 
enter negotiations with foreign pow­ 


ers* 
, 
There is doubt whether the Socia­ 
list members of the Stresemann caoi- 
net would sanction the use of the m ili­ 
tary to put down the radical m ilitary 
organizations in Saxony. 
The public Is daily growing more 
and more restless over the oppres­ 
sive prices. 
Never in the history of 
Germ any have there been such pi ices 
as now prevail. 
Paym ent is demand­ 
ed in gold as a rule now, while wages 
continue to be paid on a paper murk 


basis. 
To Return to Gold Basis. 


Germany 
took 
the 
first 
hesitant 
steps to escape from the morass of 
paper money and return to the gold 
basis. 
They were the firfct important 
measures taken by I hancellor Strese­ 
mann 
in the role ot 
parliam entarv 
dictator, which he a sullied in an ef­ 
fort to save Germ any from bolshev­ 
ism or utter collapse 
Th© move is adm ittedly a mere tem­ 
porary compromise as the ultimate 
solution i« not yet possible. 
The pro- 
visions of 
the 
new 
measures 
are: 
First, the money presses printing the 
unsecured paper marks are to be stop­ 
ped; second, a new currency bauk, 
with gold values, will be introduced, 
and third, the old marks w ill remain 
for the present as legal tender. 
In effect it would seem that the gov­ 
ernment ie preparing to abandon the 
paper mark to its fate, as it seems .m- 
possible that it© corpse can be .e 
galvanized into financial life. 
The new currency, which, however, 
la not legal tender except for taxes 
and governmental obligations, is can­ 
ed the “ rentenm ark ” 
It is to be is- 
#ued in the form of certificates by a 
special bank founded by representa­ 
tives of agriculture, industry, com­ 
merce and trade banks with aggre­ 
gate 
capital 
of 
t m , 000.000. 
The 
notes issued provide for payment in 
“ gold marks secured by first mort- 
ga^e on all German real estate as 
well as guaranteed by the whole G er­ 
man industry, commerce and banking 


system.”

Jordan Water Full of Salt. 
In a lecture before lite Royal Geo­ 
graphical society, Wilfred Irwin dis­ 
cussed the chemical composition of the 
River Jordan, which Is responsible for 
the extreme saltiness of the Dead sea. 
Analysis of samples taken from differ­ 
ent parts of the river shows that even 
near its source the water Is highly 4jp- 
pregnated with various salts, chiefly 
common table salt and chloride of 
magnesia, says the Detroit News. 
As 
the water passes through the Sea of 
Galilee, there Is a slight Increase In 
Its salt content, but the calcium sul­ 
phate and the silica which It also con­ 
tains decrease. In the immense evapo­ 
rating pan of the Dead sea the salt— 
that is the sodium chloride—Is crystal­ 
lized, whereas the magnesium chloride 
remains In solution.

grows In vast quantities on unculti­ 
vated land in the eastern and middle 
western states, the domestic article 
now on the m arket is Inferior in qual­ 
ity and brings a lower price than the 
Imported article. 
Sumac is used In 
tanning light-colored and special leath­ 
ers but unless the leaves are gathered 
at the proper time and properly pre­ 
pared for market, a darker color than 
that desired will be given the leathers 
treated with it.

Chinch Bugs lh Silage 
Render Feed Worthless 
Silage corn, when heavily infested 
with chinch bugs, should not be put , 
into the silo, as cattle will eat little 
of It.

given off by masses of crushed bugs J 
renders the feed unpalatable, result­ 
ing in complete loss. 
Those silo own­ 
ers who live Int the chinch hug infested 
portions of the state should bear this 
in mind, as it may save considerable 
time and work. 
In case the bugs are 
not numerous in the silage corn, no 
harm will result, but where the bugs 
can be found in masses between the 1 
sheath and the stalk it is useless to 
put the corn up for silage.—A. L. Ford, I 
South Dakota Station.
